And Pharoabs heart 
was hardned, tu] he ſavy the judgements of 
God. To conclude this Preface, it you 
mcane to divulge any thing [ write, I pray 
you giue the world norice,that 1t 15 againſt my 
will; and Letters written 1n haſt are not ht 
for curious over-looking, or judicious exa- 
mination.

Fayre and 
remperate,neither giuen to the common VICE 
of the Dutch Nation, Which 15 drunkenneſle, 
nor yet the Engliſh, alchough he haue well 
learned the Englth Tongne, whcrewath the 
molt doc learne the Englith Oathes : He is ſo 
moderately conditioned, that there is a plca- 
lurc to bchold Him, and a dclight to con- 
veric with Him; the truth 1s, I never heard 
his worth ſuthciently ſpoken of before his 
comming to vs, lo can { not luthcently de- 
monltrate the ſame, now he is amongit vs.

for very few vvere ſlaine at this time : this 
was done when they were paſſing a bridge,

ſcruc his Maieſtic. This, as we hearc, is al- 
ready printed amongſt you, bur in a rouing 
manner, and farre from ſufficicut intelli- 

gence, 
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gence; and thercfore I m__ it good, as 
in the reſt, ro certifie you in the very truth, 
which howſocuer many men may ſup- 
ole ſuperfluous, and that {till they 
Los but one and the fame thing, yer 
ſure there is great contentment in ho- 
nelt confirmation of ſuch buſineſſes, or 
true relating the matter.

Atter my Lord of Belfaſt or ( hiche/ter was 
welcome F; 119 id entertained of all {1es , tlic 
King and Count Mansfield departed to tid 
any, and as we had cortaine inte{l17ence. 
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10 
vpon Munday the 27 of May he marched 
to a towne of the Biſhop of Ments aboue 
Frankford, called Ausburge , to mcete with 
the Duke of Brunſwick there , vvho vvas 
now marching into Franconia; but before 
he could get to the Maine, a riuer oucr 
vvhich he muſt be tranſported , Generall 
Tilly vvith his great ſtrength and vyhole 
army vvas got before him, {o that he muſt 
of neceſtic fight or retire, for Brunſwick 
vvas not yet come vp to the riuer, nor had 
any notice of the Kings being; lo ncare, 
more then that he vyould come to meecte 
him. 

In brete,to fight vpon ſo great difadvan- 
tages, was not thought conucnicnt. For the 
Countrey being ſpoyled, and vittailes ſcarce 
could afford them no relcifc : the enemy be- 
ing ltrong and prouided of purpoſe, mighr 

hazard the Army. For you mult conſider, 
beſides Tillyes owne forces, he had Genſalers 
horſe which came to him from Openham, 
trom the Archduches horle, ſo cxtraordina- 
nly armed;that they exceeded the Dutch far 
and may well bc a to tholc ſtrong

Cataphracts of the Romanes, wh. [1 were 
armed from hcad to foote; therefore it was 
thought conucement to —_ a Retreate, 
which was done in ſo good order, that to 
Is cucrlalting praylſc, the King mult be re« 
mcmbred : for not with ſtanding, all they 
could doc, the enemy followed lo hard that 
hc ouer tooke them,and the horſe gott ſuch 
way through & about the woods thar skir- 
milh they mult,and skirmulh they did, fo 
that the King returned from the Van, to 
be an actor in the ſame. 

This fight laſted in a maner two dayes, 
May 30. 31. and was at lalt ended fo well, 
that iſe the Horſe cncountre 41 on bo! h 
{1des: the foote retreated towards Manheym, 
wherein was loſt not abouc on 1 00. of «- 
ther ſide, but the Horſe had a forer c onfli t 
and Wer continuance, wherein the King 
as hc had done in his tirlt battaile with Gar 
nerall T ily, demcaned himlclte fo couragi- 
ou(ly well, thar his example drew o!1 cocked 
tonoble verforman: es and remarkable en- 
COUnters.: for amongſt many G-ar. whoſe 
names did not at this time fall to my 
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proportion of knowledge 3 among thoſe 
that were noted to hght molt braucly were 
Colonel Onertront Commander of tl Palſ- 


mane horle, one Sir lohn Maynard of K ent 


(Ca tamnc of a troupe of Count Mansficld; 
horſe, were worthy and remarkable. Count 
Mansfield had onc of his Kinſmen, called 
Count Philip,ol Mansfield taken priſoner, as 
ouer. harged with numbers, diucrs others 
nu hi be remebred to their perpetuall tame. 
Many were Iam vounded, and taken prifo-

in compleate armour , was ſhot into the 
face, as he lifted vp his beauer to rake the 
ayrc: and ſundry other othcers were {ub- 
ict tothe ouer-maltering forces of their 
Aduerlarics; ſome killed, lome wounded, 
ſomc {luppretled , and they were glad at 
thelalt ro part vpon equall rermes; and 
(as WC hcarc)Monficur 7 Th had no great 
cauſc too much to reioyce : forthe horſe 
thar clvaped left much Armour, and the 
men were bruled exceedingly . But con- 
cerning our [clues we eltecmed it a bleſ- 
{ing, cxceechng, Report, thar in aretreite

The ſame night his Maicſtic rctur- 
ned to Mayabeim, and ſupped chearetul- 
ly with Gencrall Yerc; aſſuring that the 
Duke of Brunſwicke 15 twenty thouſand 
[trong , and cncreaſeth his Army daily 
in his marches . Now if any aske where 
were the skouts on al ſides, where was the 
miltaking, cicher of theRendezuous,or the 
day of Brunſwickes approaches ? where 
was the oucr-{ight that Monſicur Ti/ly 
did lodge himfclte without any fearc 
(as it were) betweene the Armies 2 for 
if Brunſwicke had come forward , how 
could a dangerous bartel hauc beene pre- 
uented ? Ianſwere for all as well as my 
poore vnderltanding will ſcruc me , thele 
things might bec witkour impeachment 
of marciall Policies, or true Diſcipline. 
For, concerning the King of Bubemia, he 
was rcfolucd to fight, aud carclefle of 
any forces his enemy could hauc,, lo far 
forth as he might ioyne with Brunſwicke, 
who had formerly fent him Letters of 
=— allurance, 
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aſſurance, hee would come to the riuer 
of Mae ſuch aday. Beſides, it was a 
probable coniccture, that Tilly could 
not {o {odainly be fo ltrong,, conſidering 
his former defcature, and Leopolus ray- 
ſing his Campe; bur thetruth is , moſt 
of the Arch-duke Leopldus forces meant 
dire&ly to ioyne with Tully : and hee 
tooke aduice with Gonſales de Cordua with 
what expedition to goc forward : Cons 
cerning Tilly himſclte , hee had reaſon to 
preucnt the milchictes , apprehending an 
irrecoucrablc danger , if the King of Bo- 
bemia and Brunſwicke did mecete : beſides, 
he rooke notice that Brunſwicke and more 
Carriages and ordnance mounted which 
mult be the cauſe of {lowe marches , and 
bring along with him ſome impedimets: 
laſt of all, that hee muſt pafle over the 
Riucr , and whether by boate or bridge, 
if hee could get thither afore him, hee 
was ſure to hinder his landing , and pro- 
craſtinate his journy. Concerning Brunſ- 
wick, he could not be fo confident to li- 
mit his time to a certaine day , becauſe 
C0 all 
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ail army in onsg marchesare many times 
pulicd backe from ſpeed and cclerity by 
circumltances, a: cigents and caſuall e- 
ucnts, as hath formerly bcene apparent 
in memorable Expeditions, where the 
breaking of a cartiage, or the dilmoun- 
ung of a Cannon hath hindered an Ar- 
my trom a whole dayes march. To con- 
clude, letthere be no unpeachment of a 
Souldicrs credite 11 the butinetle of the 
warre, except apparent cowardice,follic 
and treaſon Iteppe in , bur let cucty man 
eadcauour to do his beit, and when diſa- 
fters happen , b- rca:ly rather avlolutely 
to lay, It was the will and plealure of 
God; or with modzeity to conclude as 
the common Proucrb 15, It was the for- 
tune of warre.
